betweene partie, and partie concerning the pꝛiuate oꝛ particular intereſts, be pꝛocecded 
in thoſe oꝛdinary Courts of Juſtice of that kingdome, reſpectiuely to whoſe Juriſoicz 
tion the Cogneſance of theſe cauſes # controuerſies doe pꝛoperly belong, And that in 
thoſe Courts, Juſtite be krom hentefoꝛth duly and equally diſtributed and adminiſtced 
to all his Maieſties Subiects of all degrees and qualities without reſpect of perſons: 
And this to be duly obſerued by the Deputie and Councell, and all the Judges and J:1: 
ſtices, Officers. # Miniſters of Juice of that kingdome, As they tender his Mateſties
